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ANNUAL  REPORT 


of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1958. 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 
Warsop  Urban  District  Council. 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  to  vou  for  the  year 
1958. 

Apart  from  a  slight  increase  in  the  death  rate  there  has  been 
very  little  change  in  other  spheres  as  compared  with  1957.  The 
birth  rate  was  18.3  per  thousand  population  whilst  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  was  9.17  per  thousand  live  births.  Both  rates  are 
verv  similar  to  those  for  1957. 

There  was  a  very  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  infectious 
diseases  notified.  In  all  there  were  57  cases,  of  which  37  were 
whooping  cough,  and  10  were  scarlet  fever.  There  were  no  cases 
of  poliomyelitis  reported  during  the  year. 

Heart  disease,  cancer  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system  respectively  were  the  chief  causes  of  death,  with  bronchitis, 
which  accounted  for  14  deaths,  coming  a  very  close  fourth.  Three 
deaths,  all  male,  due  to  lung  cancer  were  registered.  Two  of 
these  could  be  regarded  as  heavy  smokers,  while  the  third  limited 
himself  to  no  more  than  three  cigarettes  daily. 


There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  fatal  accidents  from 
1  in  1957  to  4  in  1958.  Three  of  these  were  classified  as  motor 
vehicle  accidents,  the  fourth  was  the  result  of  a  fall  in  the  home. 

An  analysis  of  the  ages  at  which  the  various  deaths  occurred 
shows  that  36  males  (58%),  and  30  females  (70%),  reached  70 
years  of  age  and  over,  and  that  12  males  (19%)  and  11  females 
(25%)  were  over  80  when  they  died.  Old  age  was  given  as  the 
cause  of  death  in  three  cases,  one  male  aged  95  and  two  females 
of  96  and  97. 


Cleansing  of  the  Mill  Dam. 

Lengthy  and  often  times  frustrating  discussions  between  the 
representatives  of  the  Council  and  another  interested  party  were 
undertaken  with  the  object  of  clearing  away  the  silt  and  other 
debris  which  had  been  accumulating  for  many  years  in  that  portion 
of  the  river  Meden  known  locally  as  the  Mill  Dam.  The  hold  up 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  there  was  some  uncertainty  as  to  whether 
the  Council  could  legally,  and  without  inconvenience  to  others, 
open  the  sluice  gates  controlling  the  flow  of  water  past  the  Mill. 
In  the  end,  as  a  result  of  obtaining  Counsel’s  opinion,  it  was  decided 
to  carry  out  the  project.  The  scheme  has  now  been  completed 
(May  1959)  and  the  end  result,  in  my  opinion,  fully  justifies  the 
cost  which  was  in  the  region  of  £2,500. 


Playing  Fields. 

On  the  completion  of  the  children’s  pla}^ground  on  the  ‘  Carrs  ’ 
an  official  claim  for  a  grant  from  the  National  Playing  Fields 
Association  towards  the  expenditure  was  made.  The  Association 
kindl)/  decided  to  donate  £400  and  a  cheque  for  that  amount  was 
officially  presented  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  by  Mr.  Roberts, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Nottinghamshire  Playing  Fields  Association. 

Negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the  Carr  Lane  Miners’  Welfare 
Sports  Ground  were  concluded  in  June,  the  whole  cost  of  which 
had  to  be  borne  by  the  Council.  The  grounds  are  let  to  the  various 
local  sporting  organisations.  It  was  agreed  to  confine  further 
development  for  the  current  year  to  the  provision  of  two  hard 
tennis  courts  and  children’s  playground  equipment. 
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Slum  Clearance. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  Sections 
16  and  17  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  twenty-three  houses  were 
dealt  with  during  the  year.  This,  for  the  time  being  at  least, 
completes  the  slum  clearance  programme.  Thirty  new  houses 
were  built  and  occupied  during  the  same  period. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support  of  my 
colleagues  of  other  departments  during  the  year,  and  my  gratitude 
and  thanks  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  nursing  and  clerical 
staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  death  and  birth  rates 
for  the  area  should  be  multiplied  by  the  area  comparability  factor. 
When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  have  been  so  adjusted, 
they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area.  The 
present  factors  are  derived  from  the  final  1951  census  population. 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for 
the  year  1958  was  Births  0.95  and  Deaths  1.40  (approximate). 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Altogether  57  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during 
the  year  compared  with  266  cases  in  1957  and  42  cases  in  1956. 
The  decrease  can  be  attributed  to  the  almost  complete  absence 
of  measles. 

Although  quite  a  few  cases  of  influenza  were  reported  from 
time  to  time  during  the  year  the  total  number  was  negligible 
compared  with  1957.  No  deaths  resulting  from  influenza  were 
reported  as  against  three  such  deaths  in  1957. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Ten  cases,  the  same  as  in  1957,  were  notified.  Eight  of  these 
were  admitted  to  hospital  where  they  were  quickly  nursed  back 
to  health. 

Diphtheria. 

For  the  twelfth  successive  year  no  case  of  diphtheria  was 
notified.

Whooping  Cough. 

There  was  quite  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  number  of 
children  notified  as  suffering  from  Whooping  Cough.  There  were 
37  cases  in  all,  12  male  and  25  female,;  ages  ranging  from  9  months 
to  7  years.  The  greatest  incidence  was  during  May  and  June. 
One  case  which  developed  complications  was  admitted  to  hospital 
but  recovered  under  treatment. 

Tuberculosis. 

Three  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  compared 
with  2  cases  in  1957.  There  were  no  cases  of  the  non-pulmoanry 
variety.  This  is  the  sixth  successive  year  in  which  there  were 
no  cases  of  the  latter  type  notified  in  the  Urban  District. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below  that  one  of  those  whose 
lungs  were  affected  was  aged  76.  Some  of  these  elderly  folk 
suffering  from  what  may  be  described  as  a  "  chronic  chest  con¬ 
dition  ”  for  years  are  eventually  found  to  have  contracted  tuber¬ 
culosis  at  some  time  or  other  during  the  course  of  their  illness. 
The  original  complaint  can,  and  often  does,  lead  to  delay  and 
difficulty  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  superimposed  tuberculosis  infection, 
with  the  result  that  such  people  can  be  a  great  potential  source 
of  danger  to  any  susceptible  members  of  their  own  household  and 
others  with  whom  they  may  come  in  perpetual  contact. _

Food  Poisoning. 

The  only  case  reported  was  that  of  a  child  aged  1  year  4  months. 
The  infecting  organism  was  Salmonella  Typhimurium  but  the 
source  of  the  infection  was  not  ascertained  in  spite  of  the  usual 
investigations.  The  illness  was  rather  severe  and  necessitated  the 
child’s  removal  to  hospital.

Report  as  your  Health  Inspector. 


THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  supply  continues  to  be  that  obtained  from  the  Meden 
Valley  Waterworks  and  is  constant,  sufficient  and  of  excellent 
quality. 

The  supply  is  taken  from  three  boreholes  sunk  into  the  bunter 
sandstone  beds  at  the  Budby  Pumping  Station.  No’s.  1  and  2 
Bores  are  used  only  as  auxiliary  supplies,  the  main  source  being 
from  No.  3  Bore,  which  is  250  feet  in  depth  and  the  present  rate 
of  pumping  is  2,800,000  gallons  per  day. 

Contrary  to  the  trend  in  the  post-war  period  there  was  a 
decrease  in  the  total  hardness  of  the  water,  the  results  of  the  chemical 
analyses  showing  this  to  have  averaged  283  p.p.m.  compared  with 
288  p.p.m.  in  1957. 

The  work  for  the  remote  control  of  Stoney  Houghton  Pumping 
Station  from  the  Budby  Pumping  Station  was  completed  during 
the  year  and  has  functioned  satisfactorily. 

Sterilisation  is  achieved  by  chlorination. 


Four  chemical  and  forty  bacteriological  samples  were  taken 
from  the  Budby  Pumping  Station  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst.

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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  plant  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  and  no  difficulties 
were  met  in  obtaining  regular  removal  of  the  sludge  by  local  farmers. 
All  samples  of  sewage  effluent  that  were  submitted  for  analysis 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Extensions  of  93  lin.  yds.  9-in.  diameter  sewer  were  laid  on 
the  Sandy  Lane  Housing  Estate. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  continued  to  be  carried 
out  by  direct  labour  using  the  relay  system  of  refuse  collection 
for  all  except  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district.  The  third  vehicle 
which  was  in  the  past  mainly  kept  as  a  spare  has  been  brought 
into  regular  use  for  making  collections  in  the  more  rural  parts 
of  the  district  and  this  has  proved  of  considerable  benefit  and 
has  been  an  important  contributory  factor  in  maintaining  a  regular 
weekly  collection  especially  during  the  winter  months. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  figures  shown  in  the  House 
and  Trade  Refuse  table  on  page  00  compare  very  favourably  with 
the  Public  Cleansing  Costing  Returns  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Disposal  of  refuse  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  was  carried 
out  wholly  at  the  Oakfield  Lane  Tip  where  there  is  adequate  space 
for  this  operation  for  many  years  to  come.

It  would  appear  that  this  state  of  instability  is  likely  to  be  a 
permanent  feature  of  wastepaper  salvage  operations,  but  as  long 
as  a  profit  can  be  shown  it  is  worthwhile,  because  disposal  on  the 
tip  would  create  a  number  of  problems.

Petroleum  Acts. 

Twenty  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  bulk 
storage  of  19,500  gallons  of  petrol.  Nine  of  the  licensed  premises 
had  hand-pumps  fitted  to  storage  tanks,  ten  had  electric  pumps 
and  one  stored  in  metal  barrels.  All  premises  were  visited  during 
the  vear  and  no  contraventions  of  note  were  found. 

Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  provides  a  free  service  of  rat  disinfestation  to 
residential  property,  but  the  cost  of  treating  commercial  properties 
is  re-charged  to  the  occupier.  These  facilities  have  proved  com¬ 
pletely  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

All  the  sewers  in  the  district  were  tested  and  received  two 
maintenance  treatments  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

No  difficulties  were  encountered  in  enforcing  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  concerning  ventilation  heating,  lighting,  sanitary 
accommodation  and  handwashing  facilities,  for  which  the  Council 
are  responsible.  Minor  defects  were  dealt  with  at  the  time  of  the 
visit  or  remedied  bv  informal  action. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Frequent  inspection  of  all  food  penalises  was  made  to  ensure 
continuing  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and 
fourteen  premises  which  were  found  to  have  defects  or  unsatisfactory 
conditions,  mostly  of  a  minor  nature,  were  remedied  by  informal 
action. 

Also  during  the  year  a  total  of  28  swabs  were  taken  from 
clubs,  public  houses,  cafes  and  a  colliery  canteen.  Of  these  19 
were  reported  to  be  satisfactory,  5  fairly  satisfactory  and  4 
unsatisfactory. 

After  advice  and  guidance  follow-up  swabs  were  reported  as 
satisfactory  at  those  premises  where  either  unsatisfactory  or  fairly 
satisfactory  results  had  been  obtained.

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The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  suggests  that  over  a 
six-monthly  period,  50%  of  a  vendors  samples  should  fall  into 
Grade  1,  80%  into  Grades  I  or  II,  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade 
III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 

Ten  water-ice  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Food  Preparing  Premises. 

There  were  7  premises  in  the  district  manufacturing  prepared 
meats  and  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  16  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955.  Sixteen  inspections  of  these  premises  showed 
a  good  standard  of  cleanliness  to  be  maintained.
